SCHWAMMER IS SPONSOR 


The resolution -was introduced by 


Supervisor Schwammer and provided 
that copies be mailed to the senators 
and representatives in congress. 
It 


was laid over until Saturday morn- 
ing.Many of the board members felt 
the resolution was sprung merely as 
a joker. Others 
took 
it seriously.

The Barron-co resolution was pre- 


sented to the board in the form of a 
communication. It related to the en- 
gaging of a county nurse, making such 
employment optional with each coun- 
ty. As passed the resolution provid- 
ed .that the state 
senator and as- 


somblymen of Barron-co be requested 
to work for and support the. proposed 
change. The resolution was indorsed 
by the local board. 


Among the reports submitted were 


those of the trustees of the county in- 
sane asylum, trustees of sanatorium, 
matron and spec'al 
inventory com- 


mittee and physician of sanatorium 
and report of coimty judge on insane 
cases. 


77 IN SANATORIUM 


The report of the trustees of the

lives of families who lived in

The ground floor of the 


building in which the distillery was lo- 
cated was occupied by a grocery storp 
and living quarters of the man who 
owned it, Joseph H. Verdoni and his 
family. 
Verdoni is in a hospital suffering 


severe burns. His wife Paulina, 35 
and her 15-months-old 
baby 
were 


burned to death. Firemen found the 
bodies with the child clasped in its 
mother's arms. 
DIES IN HOSPITAL 


Steve 
Bottino. 11, one of the six 


children of Joseph Bottino, who lived 
on the second floor died in a hospital.

And one morning in Sawmill bay. at

north, we had that chance. 


We were going to be in Sawmill bay

Several hundreds yards from the 


mouth of the salmon stream we could 
see the water apparently boiling ami 
surging—the fish were there. As we 
arrived at the south of the crook the 
fish scurried in all directions, some 
of them jumping out of the water in 
their fright. 


We landed and -walked up the bank 


of the stream to watch the poor fish 
fighting the current and struggling in 
the shallow water as they swam and 
squirmed their way toward the hcnd 
P£ t*ie creek. Many of them were in 
«rty a few inches of water, their 
backs exposed, and one could throw 
them out on the bank with ease.

Not a few were so exhausted with 


their fight that they would be easy 
prey for the gulls who make short 
work of the weak fish, picking out

The main pur- 
pose of this group is, as they term 
it, to solve the problems of the radia- 
tion of energy through space. 


Test signals are being sent 
out 


regularly under the direction of the 
Union Radio Scientifique Internation- 
ale. They can be recognized by the 
identifying code letters of this organ- 
ization. TjRSI. 


At present these calls are 
being 


transmitted just before the time sig- 
nals from each station. 
All stations 


at Brussels listen in and record the 
various conditions under 
which the 


message is received. 


During the progress of the tests, 


all large stations in the world are 
scheduled to tansmit their signals for 
record by the others. 


In this way, the observers hope to 


receive specifice 
information 
about 


various phenomena of radio 
which 


seem to mystify them at present. 


The scientists also plan to investi- 


gate carefully the causes of atmos- 
pheric disturbances and 
to 
direct 


their energies toward finding means 
to overcome theso disturbances.
